At least one error upon which reissue is based is described below. If the reissue is a broadening 
reissue, such must be stated with an explanation as to the nature of the broadening: 

This is a broadening reissue, the nature of which involves the presentation of new claims 
that are broader, in at least some respects, than the methods of claims 4, 8, and 9 of the 
patent. One error on which the reissue is based is that independent claim 4 unnecessarily- 
included the steps of removing a vertebral disc from a patient's spine, forming holes at 
predetermined locations, tapping the holes, and threadably implanting an anchor. These 
unnecessary limitations are omitted from new claim 12. An additional error on which the 
reissue is based is that the methods of claims 4, 8, and 9 could be construed as using 
overly limiting "step plus function" language under 3 5 U.S.C. 112, para. 6, which is 
unnecessary to render the subject matter patentable over the art of record. New independent 
method claims 12 and 36, for example, refrain from the use of "step" language.
